. But Vil ftate the Cafe freely, and ‘ptainly.’ 
Firft,1 make noDifficulty to fay; #in my Ob- 
fervations, I have ujed too great a Plainnefs,

not fatisfie, I'll fubmit to any Iffue of the 
Laws of England, whofe Subjeét 1am. 
Nor fhatl my Abfence from England be 
any Excife for me, or be made a Ground 
to profecute the Printer and Publifher, who 
in fuch Cafes are feldom asked any more 
than toname their Authors. I fhall frankly 
acknowledge the Writing the Papers: not 
in order to defend any ching,in which I may 
have jufily-given Offence ; but, fir/t of abl 
if there bea Crime, They are Innocent, and 
no innocent Man fhail ftand in my Room, 
af scam ‘deat them by appearing -my felf, 
be the Danger what.it will ; And fecondly; 
becaufe-Irefolve never to fly from the Law, 
put-to the Lawe— Dyer in his News-Letter 
faid true in'sbis, ‘that I was in the-Hands of 
faftice, tho’ it was falfe, as be fcandaloufly 
-meatt it~] am-always in the Hand ‘of Ju- 
‘fice, becaufetcam always ready to fub- 
mit to che awe, aod I hope thall never do 


any thing to caufe.me to fly from them. 

I cannot think, the Government wilt-con- 
cern themfelves to call my {peaking of the 
publick Tranfaétions of the World, and the 
Kings or Rulers thereof, a Crime here, or 
make Her Majeftv’s Name the Plaintiff, in 
profecuting an Offence againft the King of 
Sweden; it Y have offended the King of 
Sweden, the Law is open for bis Majefly 
to fue me in his own Name, and Pil at any 
Time voluntarily appear to his Suit— As to 
the Publigk, I have noc wrote one Word 
reflecting’ either upon the QUEEN’s Ma- 
jefty, Hes Perton or Guvernment,H<r Coun- 
fellors or Minifters of State, nothing chat 
can give them the leaft Offence ; ard I 
cannot fee, by what Law lam Hable to the 
King of Sweden, more than to another 
Man——'f [ had faid, the King of France 
wasa Bafiard, orca Whore. Maft-r, tho’ we. 
were at Peace with him, his Majefty mighz 
fue mie ia an Aétion of Scandal, but | never 
knew any Law, by which he could have 
Reparation in the Nanie of the Govern- 


-menat.” 


With all poffible R<fpeé therefore to his 
Swede Majctty, [ am ture, the QUEEN 
wili'not be prevail’d with co any extrajudi- 
cial Ways with her Subjeéts ; 1 am fafe in 
it, Her Majefty will not proceed againit Me 
withouc Law; + have broke none of Her 
Mapfty’s Laws, 1 have not finaed agaiaft 
Her Perfon or Government, and with Sub- 
miffion, I humbly thijk, I cannet be fued 
‘in Her Majefty’s Name ; and if the Swedifh 
Envoy does not think fit to accept the fair 
‘Offer propoftd above, 1 am ready to an- 
fwerany Compliint he fhall make in a le- 
‘gal Way, and frankly febmir, to what the 
‘Lrw fhall determine ; and I hopes, his Ex- 
pares wid take this for a réafonable An- 
fwer,
